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ANNUAL REPORT OF THE CALIFORNIA COMMITTEE 
FOR THE STUDY OF EDUCATION, 1947-1948

The seventh annual report of the California Committee for the Study 
of Education is here presented. The first three reports are to be found in 
the annual publications of the Western Association of Colleges and 
Secondary Schools, and the second three in California Schools. Since 
the last report the Committee has continued, and in some instances has 
brought to completion, activities begun earlier. No entirely new projects 
have been initiated, although one—the work of the Subcommittee on 
Admissions—has been formally established after preliminary discussion 
the preceding year. 


1. Constitution 


The most important organizational activity of the year was the 
adoption at the meeting of March 25, 1948, of the Constitution of the 
Committee. The second article of this Constitution sets forth the func- 
tion of the Committee: 

The purpose of this Committee shall be to bring about better coordination 
among the various levels of the state educational system. It shall be concerned 
with problems pertaining to the adaptation of instruction to individual and 
social needs, to continuity and greater effectiveness of educational programs, 
to policies and procedures in articulation, and to machinery for administering 
a unified and coordinated program. 


2. Enlargement of Membership 


Once more the California Committee has extended its membership. 
At the meeting of March 25, 1948, one representative each was authorized 
from the California Society of Secondary Education and the California 
Council of Catholic School Superintendents. This latter organization is 
composed of the superintendents of schools for each of the five Roman 
Catholic dioceses within the state, and co-ordinates the work of the 
Roman Catholic schools. The total membership of the California Com- 
mittee is now nineteen, and has probably reached the maximum con- 
sistent with efficiency. A full list of the officers and membership will be 
found at the conclusion of this report. 


3. Foreign Languages 


The effort of the various subcommittees on foreign languages to 
draw up statements of desirable requirements for each semester of 
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instruction in the foreign languages commonly taught, so that students 
might transfer from one institution to another without loss, has reached 
a stage where the end is in sight. Reports for French, German, Italian, 
Portuguese, Latin, Russian, and Spanish are now ready and in the hands 
of the State Department of Education which has agreed to publish the 
reports if funds permit. Reports for Chinese and Japanese are not yet 
ready. It is the intention to publish the reports of the first-mentioned 
group of languages together in a single volume. Credit for bringing this 
project to its present state of completion is due a great many people, 
but none deserve it more than the teachers who took part in the formu- 
lation of reports and who gave large amounts of their time to careful 
and detailed study and comparison. 

Financial aid for contingent expenses was generously provided by 
the Rosenberg Foundation. The Committee is indebted to Professor 
Clinton C. Humiston for his able guidance in this project of multifarious 
subdivisions. 


4. General Education 


The Subcommittee on General Education presented its report at 
the meeting of March 25, 1948, and was discharged at its own request. 
The Subcommittee came to these convictions: “that there is a present and 
demanding need for pooling of ideas and information; that co-ordination 
and articulation in general education are now pressingly called for; that 
there is a demand for leadership in research in general education and for 
dissemination of findings.” ‘The Committee found five problems needing 
co-ordination and investigation: 

1. The training of teachers competent to teach integrated courses 
directly aimed at the needs of American children and young people 

2. Follow-up studies of leaving pupils to define their needs, to show 
failures and successes of present education, and to build personal 
and social ethics better than we now do 

3. Co-ordination of social science research studies to determine edu- 
cational needs, and to develop citizens who understand democratic 
government and who desire to practice the rights and duties of 
citizenship with understanding and skill 

4. The freeing of the junior colleges and secondary schools from 
domination by the University or from the fear of such domination 
so that they may be free to experiment with general education with- 
out risk to the accrediting of their students and their programs 

5. Careful studies of curriculum and methods in special fields of gen- 
eral education, such as marriage and family life; communications; 
health; vocational orientation; citizenship; recreation; ethics; etc. 


The Subcommittee completed its report with a recommendation 
that the California Committee explore the problem and use whatever 
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powers it may have to bring about a strong, united effort to further the 
development of general education in California. 


5. Accreditation 


This year much of the time of the Committee has been given over 
to the question of accrediting. Last fall it sponsored a general meeting on 
accrediting, during which its Subcommittee report was presented to 
the California school public for discussion and consideration. At subse- 
quent meetings the subject has been given a thorough going-over. The 
committee invited President Fred L. Stetson of the University of Oregon, 
President of the Northwest Association of Secondary and Higher Schools, 
to attend its March 25, 1948, meeting to inform the Committee of the 
activities and policies of his Association. At the last meeting of the Steer- 
ing Committee of the California Committee, the secretary called atten- 
tion to the fact that several junior college administrators had expressed 
to the secretary the opinion that the matter of accrediting junior colleges 
was an urgent one, and that they felt the Steering Committee should give 
careful consideration to the formulation of a plan which might meet the 
situation. There followed a rather lengthy discussion of various possibili- 
ties which should be given consideration. Among these were the fol- 
lowing: 

1. The setting up of a California agency which might utilize the almost 
non-existent Western Association of Colleges and Secondary 
Schools with adequate representation from institutions and organi- 
zations concerned 

2. Utilization of the Northwest Association of Secondary and Higher 
Schools in one way or another 

3. The establishment of a separate organization in California. (The 
expense incidental to the initiation and maintenance of such an 
agency, and the time element involved if legislation is necessary 
were discussed.) 

4. Finally the Steering Committee decided to suggest to the Junior 
College Association that immediate and practical advantages could 
be gained by joining the Northwest Association. There would then 
be less pressure which would allow the necessary time needed to 
work out the best solution. 


6. Uniform Course Names and Numbers 


In the Secretary’s report for the year 1945-46,? the basic principles 
for a system of course numbers as prepared by the Subcommittee were 
presented. Implementation of these principles has proved to be difficult—

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not because there is a fundamental fault with the principles, but rather 
because of the large number of subject fields in which instruction is 
given and the establishment over a long period of time of many systems 
of assigning numbers to courses, which in themselves alone are meritori- 
ous, but are frequently quite dissimilar to corresponding systems in other 
departments. 

The University of California, through a faculty conference, 
expressed confidence in the desirability of the project. President Sproul, 
recognizing the difficulties attendant upon the adoption of a system of 
one kind or another, appointed a Co-ordinating Committee representing 
some of the campuses of the University for the purpose of working out 
detailed allocations of names and numbers. Such a step was essential 
if the project, as undertaken, is eventually to become state-wide. It is 
necessary to have for each department of instruction, particularly in 
the lower division courses, a detailed list of courses with names and 
numbers assigned, together with a brief descriptive statement of course 
content. It is expected that the Co-ordinating Committee of the Univer- 
sity of California may be able to prepare such lists. When this has been 
done, the lists of courses identified by name, number, and descriptive 
details can be made available for the future consideration of the Cali- 
fornia Committee. 


7. Subcommittee on Admissions 


At the meeting of March 25, 1948, and as a result of discussion in 
various meetings during a period of more than a year, the Committee 
authorized and set up a Subcommittee on Admissions. It is the plan of the 
Subcommittee to study in some detail the validity of present plans of 
admission in California colleges and the University, as well as the effect 
of these plans on the curricula of high schools and junior colleges. Par- 
ticular attention will be given to the value of aptitude and achievement 
tests as criteria for admission. The studies of the Subcommittee will, there- 
fore, not only be of value to the colleges and universities of the state, but 
also may possibly help to determine the college preparatory curriculum 
in both high schools and junior colleges. 

The actual work of the Committee will involve a review of previous 
studies in this field, and the gathering of statistics of scholarship in high 
schools and junior colleges and the subsequent scholarship of the same 
students in colleges and universities. 

The Strayer committee report on higher education * recommends, in 
effect, the specialization of higher education, with specific and different 
functions for the junior colleges, state colleges, and university. These 
separate functions can be performed well only as the students who are

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now likely to benefit from such division of function are accepted by the 
proper college. If it becomes possible through these or similar studies to 
determine more exactly who should go to particular colleges, the report 
of the Committee will have special value in the guidance of high school 
and junior college students. 

The Committee will function under the chairmanship of Herman A. 
Spindt, University Admissions Director of the University of California. 
The California Committee is at present seeking financial assistance from a 
foundation to support this work. 


8. Conservation Education 


The Subcommittee on Conservation Education expects to present 
its final report in the fall. There was consequently nothing to report at 
this time. 


9. Mathematics Education 


The Subcommittee on Mathematics Education did not report this 
year, in view of the fact that an experimental program in high school 
mathematics ¢ for non-scientific majors was getting under way, and the 
Subcommittee felt it desirable to postpone action until some estimate 
could be made of this experimental program. 


10. Combined High School Transcript and Counseling Blank 


The recommendations of the Subcommittee on this subject are, at 
present, before the various professional associations of the state. Until 
reports from these sources are received, there is nothing further for the 
Subcommittee or the California Committee to do at present.

APPOINTMENT TO STAFF 


Ronatp W. Cox has been appointed to the position of Assistant Divi- 
sion Chief, School Administration, in the Division of Public School 
Administration, effective August 9, 1948.

THE CENTENNIAL FILM 


Two hundred and fifty 16-mm. prints of California’s Golden Begin- 
nings, the dramatic motion picture depicting the discovery of gold in 
1848, will be made available by the California Centennials Commission 
to the State Department of Education for use by the schools throughout 
the state. The Department of Education will distribute one print of the 
film to each school system or office of county superintendent of schools 
having a department of audio-visual education. The distribution will 
begin as soon as prints are ready, following the premieres in Sacramento 
and Los Angeles, and will probably be completed between September 15 
and October 1. There will be no charge for the print made available in 
the original distribution. School offices in which audio-visual departments 
are being established for the coming school year should notify the depart- 
ment of these plans. In cases where school systems require additional 
prints, they may be purchased at cost. The Centennials Commission will 
be able to determine this cost in the near future. 

The Commission, the film industry, and a committee of educators 
headed by Francis W. Noel, Chief of the Bureau of Audio-visual Educa- 
tion, have co-operated to produce this authentic documentary film of 
lasting cultural value. Herbert E. Bolton, Bancroft Librarian of the Uni- 
versity of California, has rendered valuable service as technical adviser. 
The film will be a notable addition to the materials available for the 
courses in California history and government now given in the public 
schools.

This fifth and last unit of the series 1 Our Air Age was published by 
the State Department of Education in August, 1948. It includes the fol- 
lowing topics: “How Does Aviation Influence Our Democracy?” “How 
Does Aviation Enter into the Economic Life of the Nation?” “How Was 
Control of the Nation’s Airspace Developed?” “How is International 
Aviation Being Developed and Regulated?” and “(How Can the Airplane 
Be Used to Improve National and International Relations?” It is illus- 
trated with eight line drawings and one photograph. 

Single copies are being sent to county and city superintendents of 
schools, district superintendents of high school districts, to principals 
of four-year and senior high schools and of junior colleges, and to 
teachers of courses on aviation in high schools and junior colleges that 
have instituted such a course.

This publication is designed to bring to public school administrators 
some facts about the California program for the cerebral palsied child. 
Among the questions it answers are “What is cerebral palsy?” “How 
many cerebral palsied children are there?” “Can they be cured?” “Can 
they be educated?” The State diagnostic and treatment centers, the State

Answers to other questions deal with the provisions that can be made 
for cerebral palsied children in the public schools, and the financial and 
other assistance which the State can give to the schools in this program. 
Housing, equipment, transportation, personnel, and help to be had from 
local agencies are also discussed. 

The bulletin is illustrated with photographs of children undergoing 
physical therapy in public school classes for cerebral palsied children 
and in classes at one of the State residential schools. 

Copies are being sent to county, city, and district superintendents of 
schools, elementary school and high school principals, and to directors and 
supervisors of special education. 

A publication, Information for Parents of Cerebral Palsied Children, 
is being prepared for distribution at a later date. 


INSTRUCTIONAL MATERIALS FOR APPRENTICES 


The Instructional Materials Laboratory of the Bureau of Trade and 
Industrial Education was established April 1, 1946, for the purpose of 
developing instructional materials for the use of apprentices in studying 
the technical and theoretical aspects of their various crafts. Because of the 
differences among apprentices in speed of learning, the high turnover in 
enrollment, and the fact that students in all stages of training must often 
be grouped in one class, it has been found desirable to conduct these 
classes on an individual or small-group basis. This type of instruction is 
facilitated by use of printed instructional materials prepared so that the 
apprentice can master them with a minimum of assistance from the 
instructor, who must divide his time fairly among the members of the 
class. 

In preparing materials for each craft, the Laboratory has had the 
expert assistance of a State Educational Advisory Committee made up of 
an equal number of outstanding men from the trade itself, representing 
both management and labor. The actual preparation of the materials has 
been done by expert craftsmen recommended by their committees as 
being unusually competent because of long experience in their respective 
crafts. 

A course outline was first prepared for each craft, divided into parts 
corresponding roughly to the years of apprenticeship. Based upon this 
outline, the following were prepared: Workbooks for the apprentice 
consisting of assignments covering the topics in each part of the course; 
testbooks for the apprentice to use when each topic in the workbook has 
been completed, for evaluating his mastery of the topic and uncovering 
learning difficulties in time for remedial instruction; and a final examina- 
tion for each part of the course. A record card designed for the appren- 
tice’s record of his progress throughout the four-year course in carpentry 
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has proved very useful, and similar cards are contemplated for apprentices 
in other crafts. A wall chart is available on which the instructor in any of 
the courses may record the progress of each student. A teacher’s guide 
which will explain the apprenticeship program, the instructional mate- 
rials, and their correct use is in preparation and will be available soon. 


Funds appropriated by the California Legislature have made possible 
the preparation of such instructional materials for a number of occupa- 
tions. Materials for twelve of these are either published or under way. 
A charge is made for each item in the series to cover costs of publication. 
Progress charts, record cards, and answer sheets for testbook and final 
examination questions are furnished without charge to school systems in 
California using the instructional materials.* 

Materials now available and in preparation include those listed below. 
Orders should be sent to the Bureau of Textbooks and Publications, Cali- 
fornia State Department of Education, Sacramento 14. Purchase orders 
will be accepted from public agencies. All others must include remittance 
with orders. School stores operated by student bodies are not considered 
as public agencies and must include remittances with orders. The State 
sales tax must be added on all orders to be sent to places within California, 
except orders for resale purposes, in which case the order should be 
marked “For Resale” and should show the sales tax resale permit number.

INTERPRETATIONS OF SCHOOL LAW

before taking any action based thereon.] 


ATTORNEY GENERAL’S OPINIONS 


Effect Upon High School District Boundaries and Bonded Indebtedness of For- 
mation of Union Elementary School District Comprising Elementary School Dis- 
tricts Located in Two High School Districts 


Where a union elementary school district was formed comprising 
two elementary school districts situated in High School District A and 
one elementary school district situated in High School District B, an elec- 
tion must be held pursuant to Education Code Section 3896 to determine 
which of the two high school districts the union elementary school 
district shall be a part of or whether it shall be a part of no high school 
district, and if the election results in a determination that the union ele- 
mentary school district shall be a part of no high school district, then each 
district in the union elementary school district may vote separately on 
which high school district it will become a part of or whether it will 
continue to be a part of no high school district. 

If the union elementary school district joins High School District A, 
the territory comprising the elementary school district situated in High 
School District B will not be liable for any part of the previously incurred 
bonded indebtedness of High School District A unless the entire union 
elementary school district assumes such liability through an election held 
for that purpose (citing Education Code Section 1597.1 and Constitution, 
Section 18 of Article XI). (AGO 48-59; 11 Ops. Cal. Atty. Gen. 164.) 


Tax Rates Required of School Districts for Certain Allowances 
From State School Fund 


Where a school district lies in two or more counties and the board of 
supervisors of one county fails, contrary to Education Code Sections 
6351-6358 and 6381-6387, to levy any tax in that portion of the district 
lying in that county, but where the taxes levied in the part of the district 
in the other county or counties were sufficient to raise the amount 
required to be raised by school district taxes in the entire district by Edu- 
cation Code Section 7062, the district if otherwise eligible qualifies for the 
allowances from the State School Fund provided for by Education Code 
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Sections 7012, 7062, and 7091. (Letter of Attorney General to Napa 
County District Attorney, July 16, 1948.) 


Validity of Unsigned Notice of Dismissal to Probationary 
Employee of a School District 


A notice of dismissal given a probationary employee of a school dis- 
trict under Education Code Section 13582 by the clerk of the governing 
board of a district at the direction of the board, is not invalid because 
not signed by the clerk of the board. (AGO 48-167; 12 Ops. Cal. Atty. 


Gen. 36.) 


Computation of State Equalization Aid to High School Districts 
Maintaining Junior Colleges 


Where a high school district maintains a junior college, Education 
Code Section 7038 [7037?] requires the establishment by the Superin- 
tendent of Public Instruction of two foundation programs for the district, 
one based on the average daily attendance during the preceding fiscal year 
in grades 9 to 12, inclusive, and one based on the average daily attendance 
during the preceding fiscal year in grades 13 and 14; and Education Code 
Section 7092 should be construed to require the comparison by the Super- 
intendent of Public Instruction of the foundation program established 
for grades 9 to 12, inclusive, with the basic state aid and district aid com- 
puted for grades 9 to 12, inclusive, and a similar comparison with respect 
to grades 13 and 14, and the computation of state equalization aid on 
account of each of the two groups of grades. (AGO 45-156; 12 Ops. Cal. 
Atty. Gen. 14.)

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SCHOOLROOM LIGHTING GUIDE 


More light in the school classroom does not necessarily mean better 
sight for school children, according to Lighting Schoolrooms, a 17-page 
pamphlet published in April, 1948, by the Office of Education, Federal 
Security Agency. Although more light is required in many classrooms, 
the provision of good seeing conditions is as much a matter of reducing 
glare and of eliminating sharp contrasts as it is of increasing the intensity 
of lighting. 

Brightness differences can be reduced by shielding the lamps, seating 
pupils so that they will not face windows, repainting walls and ceiling 
with pastel tints, and using lighter colored furniture and chalk boards, 
according to Ray L. Hamon, Chief of School Housing for the Office of 
Education, who prepared the pamphlet. 

Intended as a nontechnical guide for architects, school planners, and 
educational administrators, Lighting Schoolrooms furnishes recommenda- 
tions suitable for remodeling as well as for new school construction. In 
addition to the problem of “brightness balance,” the pamphlet briefly 
considers the type and location of windows and methods of artificial 
illumination.

Specialists appointed to a new Section for Social Sciences will be 
available to assist colleges in developing teaching and research techniques. 
Claude E. Hawley, of Waukegan, Illinois, who heads the new Section, 
will also serve as Specialist in Political Science. Eventually, in addition to 
the services in history, economics, geography, and political science, the 
fields of anthropology, psychology, and sociology will be staffed. 

According to Dr. Hawley, one of the first projects will be a study of 
the implications of atomic development to the teaching of social sciences. 
Studies will also be made of the teaching of American democracy in the 
colleges and of the preparation of teachers of the social sciences.

Curriculum at Work, 46 pages in length and priced at 75 cents, 
describes curriculum experiences recommended for children, illustrating 
these through anecdotal accounts of children’s experiences at school con- 
tributed by 20 classroom teachers from 12 states and the District of 
Columbia. 


Bibliography of Books for Children, 1948 edition, 122 pages in length, 
and priced at one dollar, lists more than a thousand titles, including old 
favorites and books for children published in 1947 and early 1948. The 
books have been classified into 18 categories according to content. 
The largest category—regional stories—includes books about 35 coun- 
tries. The second largest category is science books. Social studies books 
are classified under child relationships, community relationships, family 
relationships, school relationships, and world relationships. Other cate- 
gories are adventure, biography, fantasy and folk tales, books on festivals 
and holidays, humorous books, music, poetry, religious books, and books 
about sensory experiences. The annotations are described as short and 
pertinent. Age classifications are provided to help teachers and parents 
to identify books most suitable for particular children or groups.
